3. Decided to eliminate a

 4. Decided to change the lot 
proposed on Cabrillo Ave., 
south of Double St. Under new 
plans, the city would have a 
60-foot lot on Cabrillo, instead 
of 90 as originally planned. In 
addition, the city would buy 
two 30-foot lots facing on Bor­ 
der Ave., immediately behind 
the lot on Cabrillo. 
5. Decided to buy three addi­ 
tional lots on Gramercy Ave., 
just west of Cravens Ave., in 
addition to two which it had 
already planned to use. It Was 
also decided to eliminate one 
lot on the south side of Mar- 
celina Ave., just west of 
Cravens Ave., from the park­ 
ing district.

Suspect Held 
Without Bail

Superior Court .trial for Fred E. Horsley, 36, charged 
with the Brutal murder of his wife here last month/ 'wa§ 
ordered following the preliminary hearing Friday before 
South Bay Municipal Judge Otto B. Willett.  

Horsley was ordered held without bail for arraignment
in Los Angeles Superior Court 
on Nov. 16 after Judge Willett 
denied a' defense motion for 
dismissal of the murder 
charge. .

Leading off a parade of wit­ 
nesses during the day-long 
hearing was Dr. W. C. Ridge- 
ly, autopsy surgeon with., the 
County Coroner's office. He 
testified that a postmortem ex­ 
amination revealed that Hors- 
ley's wife, Maudie, 34, died of, 
asphyxiation resulting from 
savage blows to the neck. He 
said she had not been assault­ 
ed sexually. The woman's body 
bore 16 wounds apparently in­ 
flicted by an Undetermined 
weapon.

Injuries Described
"The injuries to the organs 

in her neck would have ren­ 
dered (her) incapable of 
speech," the surgeon .stated 
upon examination by Dep. 
Dist. Atty. William Keene.

Later, Det. Capt.lErnest Ash- 
ton of the local police depart­ 
ment recounted statements 
given to him by the suspect 
after the Oct. 16 killing.

Horsley told of being awak­ 
ened by hearing his wife call 
his name. He pulled on a pair 
of trousers, saw to their two 
children, and went into' the 
kitchen to find a mysterious 
intruder bending over the 
prostrate, partially disrobed 
Body of. thft woman, Ashton 
said Horslry related. Horsley 
told of grappling with the man 
before the assailant ran out 
the.rear door of the Horsley 
home at 3221 W. 190th St. 

Evidence Listed
Sheriff's Dept. Chemist

Mrs. May Annis, who sat with 
the Horsley children the pre­ 
vious day, described the de­ 
fendant as "a Christian .man." 
She said his face bore no 
marks when she last saw him 
about 6 p.m. on Oct. 15.

Horsley, who did not testify, 
tat impassively during tit* 
proceedings.

His attorney, Howard Rus­ 
sell, indicated that he will 
enter a not guilty plea.

State Report Backs Hospital Proposal
State Department of Public

Health report on Harbor Gen­
eral Hospital today was cited

If th« Citizens' Committee for
^Proposition B as reason for

th* passage of the $15,400,000
hohd issue to replace the hos-

Gordon R. Cumming, chief 
of the Bureau of Hospitals, 
State Department of Pub|ic 
Health, made the report show­ 
ing the hospital cannot com­ 
ply in many instances with

minimum requirements of hos­ 
pital licensing regulations.

His report was made at the 
request of Alfred L. Thomas, 
administrator of the Harbor 
Hospital, and Supervisor Bur­ 
ton W. Chace, who urges vot­ 
ers approve the $15,400,000 
bond issue Proposition B.

The report shows that 
ramps at the hospital are cov­ 
ered only on the top with the 
sides open so that patients 
and personnel "must use these 
ramps in all kinds of weather,"

"Harbor General was built 
by the Army for temporary 
use in World War II," the re­ 
port states. "Its general lay­ 
out and type of construction 
makes compliance with many 
licensing standards v«ry diffi­ 
cult."

The report goes on to state 
that "for all practical purposes 
compliance in some instances 
appears to be impossible."

The entire- hospital grounds 
cover an area of 78 acre* and

some of the buildings are of a 
wooden barracks type struc­ 
ture, some are steel barracks 
and some are of stucco. All 
are one story high.

Plumbing is * open to the 
view contrary to hospital prac­ 
tice and the narrow corridors 
in the buildings have no ceil­ 
ings and the siding shows on 
each side.

"Because corridors are, in 
the main, unprotected from 
the side*, water has collected 

l>

on the floor during rainy 
weather, causing a hazardous 
condition to personnel and cre­ 
ating a potential sanitary prob­ 
lem," Cummlng's report to 
Thomas stated.-
